H. Mills referred to a matter thar will 
be of some interest to our voters. He 
said that m 1386 he (Mills,) was the Be

Morning mystery will interest the curi- 
ous and enable them to construct a 
•imilar apparatus with e, small expend- 
iture of time and trouble. 


Secure a bottle of the required shape 


•nd size. If the cork be of wood, care- 
folly remove a tain section from the 
top and lay the part on one aide ior the 
pretf nt. In the case of a cork stopper 
this precaution is unnecessary. Now, 
by the ail of a red-hot knitting needle 
bore a longitudinal hole in the cork 
through its axis, without, however, 
penetrating quite to the lower surface, 
which la< ter should be about an inch 
and a ha)f lower than the neck of the 
bottle. At about an inch f i om the bot- 
tom of the cork bore a hole of the 
thickncw. of the nail transversely 
through the cork. You will thus have 
produced two passages, one vertical and 
one horizontal, meeting at right angles 
and forming the letter T reversed. 


Introduce into the vertical channel a 


bit of string thread; when its extremi- 
!ty has retched the horizontal channel, 
force it through one arm of the latter 
until it protrudes through the hole in 
the side of the cork. With a small file 
make a notch in the middle of the 
nail and fasten the thread over it. 
Than gum the thread along one half of 
the nail between the notch and the 
point, leaving it to dry perfectly. 
Having completed your preparations, 
you may now introduce into the bottle, 
first the nail which hangs from the 
thread, a nd next cork. Invert the bot- 
tle,' draTF on the othef end of the 
thread, :md if care is exercised, you 
wijl succeed In drawing into the aper 
ture the point of the "nail. Now place 
the bottla upright again, and continue 
to draw the thread as indicated in the 
illustration.

Baoul Pictet gave some par titulars con- 
cerning cold burns experienced by him- 
self and assistants during his investi- 
gations of the lowest temner&ture at- 
winable.

Springer Pleads for Votes. 


At the hotel at Maroa last evening at 


the supper table an amusing incident 
occurred which shows how desperate 
Mr. Springer has become. Two Decatur 
men were seated at one end of the table.
